State Budget Proposal Would 
Force Cutbacks In Bus Service

Andover bus commuters may be left 
stranded by a state House of Representa- 
tives budget proposal that would erad- 
icate private bus company funding. 

If the House’s budget plan is approved, 
Dracut-based Trombly Commuter Lines 
would lose a $204,000 annual subsidy—a 
loss that could force it out of business or 
cut deeply into rider services. 

“This is devastating,” said owner Jim 
Trombly, who paid $75,000 for the Merri- 
mack Valley-Boston run less than four 
months ago. “‘It’s certainly not what I had 
in mind when I started this venture.”’ 

Mr. Trombly has asked the state De- 
partment of Public Utilities for permis- 
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sion to boost fares from $3 to $3.75 for a 
one-way ticket. But he admits that even 
with the increase, loss of the subsidy 
would force him to slash off-peak hour 
service. 

A worst-case scenario—losing the 
grant and a fare increase request—would 
mean massive cutbacks in the number of 
bus trips into Boston, he said. 

“We will attempt to give some level of 
service,” said Mr. Trombly. However, 
that level ‘“‘would be drastically re- 
duced.”’ 

Overall, 11 bus companies would be af- 
fected if the $2 million line item known as 
the ‘‘experimental private carrier” be- 
comes a casualty of the state’s budget 
wars. 

Their fate hinges on negotiations be- 
tween House and Senate members, who 
appointed respective conference commit- 
tee members Monday to hammer out a 
compromise on the 1989-90 state budget 
by the end of the fiscal year on June 30. 

The Senate’s version of the budget 
funds the full $2 million. Mr. Trombly 
says the program is backed by powerful 
Senate Ways and Means Committee 
Chairman Patricia McGovern (D-Law- 
rence). Local state representatives such

The love of public service has landed Town Clerk Elden Salter 
in places few town officials would tread. 

How many other public servants would regard giving a speech 
before 20 people while cruising 20,000 feet above the White 
Mountains as just another part of the job? 

His voice rising above the hum of a twin engine passenger 
plane—the same craft used in Casablanca’s famous final scene— 
as justice of the peace he married off two airline employees high 
above the sprawling mountains “‘on one of the four clearest days 
of the year,” said Mr. Salter. 

Needless to say, he added, it was one of the high points of his 
career as JOP. 

But like Bogie in Casablanca, walking off into the fog to a hazy 
future, Elden Salter will be leaving town hall for good on June 30. 

It has been a wonderful 20 years as town clerk, says Mr. 
Salter. Andover, a town for which he carries a love affair to rival 
Bogart and Bacall’s, has changed greatly in that time. 

The population has more than doubled from 12,000 to 27,000. 
The election process was dragged into the 20th century with the 
introduction of a computer keypunch system for tallying votes. 

The Old Town Hall is back, pieces of Shawsheen and other 
historic buildings burn or get torn down, but through it all the 
town has retained its identity, said Mr. Salter. 

“T love the town,” he says simply. ‘‘I love the way it is, and I’d 
like the basic principles of the town to be kept when I leave.”’ 

Mr. Salter will only be leaving professionally. He intends to 
stay an Andover resident. His retirement plans are unformed, 
but that doesn’t drive him into a Type A personality frenzy. 

“In retirement, you have to be content doing the little things,” 
said Mr. Salter. “I’m the kind of guy who likes to watch 
buildings being built.’’ 

The only stress he foresees in retiring will be choosing from a 
multitude of options. 

“T’ve a long list of projects,” he said. “I might take a part- 
time job doing something that I like. It might be fun to get 
involved with a tradesman so I can learn some craft I can use 
around the house.” 

Mr. Salter has always been fond of travel, and retirement will 
give him the opportunity. 

“There are plenty of places to go, and I like looking around,”’ 
he said. 

His professional philosophy, like many people’s, is illustrated 
by his desk.

as Susan Tucker (D-Andover) and 
Joseph Hermann (D-North And- 
over) are pushing for some level of 
funding for bus companies in the 
House, he said. 

But, “I’ve got no sense of what 
they’re (the House) going to do,”’ 
said Mr. Trombly. 

Even if the $204,000 contract is ex- 
tended, the Dracut firm will look for 
a rate increase. If approved, it 
would be the first fare hike in almost 
10 years. 

_In the first four months of opera- 
tion, the bus line has lost money, 
said Mr. Trombly. 

_ Insurance and loan interest have 
increased unexpectedly, he said, 
adding that his projections for in- 
creased ridership have fallen con- 
siderably short. 

Before his father, Frank Trombly, 
sold the route in 1983, the Boston line 
attracted ‘‘about 1,000 riders a day. 
We've increased it over (previous 
owner Merrimac Transportation’s) 
totals by about 75, but we’re still 
only seeing about 700 riders a day,”’ 
said Trombly. 
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“Fiven with the subsidy, we need 
this increase to stay at the level of 
quality we’re maintaining now.”’ 

The DPU is studying Trombly 
Commuter’s financial records and 
will set a hearing on the increase at 
a future date.

The Shawsheen Manor at 349 North Main St. represented two 
centuries of Andover’s history in its ownership, architecture 
and industrial associations. Samuel Frye (1694-1761), for whom 
the village was originally named, operated a saw mill along the 
Shawsheen River and his descendents built the first house at 
this location. Mill owner John Smith and his son remodeled the 
property in the avant-garde style of the Second Empire. Wil- 
liam Wood, president of the American Woolen Company and 
creator of Shawsheen Village, saved the manor in 1921 by reus- 
ing it as guest quarters for businessmen. 

Being listed on the National Register of Historic Places and 
the Massachusetts State Register as a contributing property to 
the Shawsheen Village Historic District recognized Shawsheen 
Manor’s importance at the local, state and federal levels. How- 
ever, very few measures exist in Andover to safeguard its his- 
torically and architecturally significant structures.and sites. If 
federal or state funds had been involved with the proposed 
plans for the area, a determination would have been required 
by the local and state historical commissions as to the effect of 
the demolition on the historic district. No public monies were 
needed for the razing of Shawsheen Manor. 

Although popular opinion favors preservation and rehabilita- 
tion, no such legislation or financial incentives exist in the town. 
Local properties on the National Register of Historic Places 
and State Register number 43 and only two have any protection 
other than goodwill. There are seven historic districts with ap- 
proximately 946 structures among them. Since 1982 when the 
National Park Service approved Andover’s nomination, six 
structures have been lost. 

Solutions found in other Massachusetts’ communities are lo- 
cal historic districts, demolition-delay ordinances and local 
landmark legislation. One way to preserve the unique charac- 
teristics of National Register properties is to enact a local his- 
toric district law. Established and administered by the

community, such an ordinance provides for the review of 
changes to district properties visible from the public way. An- 
other is a demolition-delay ordinance which generally requires 
a building department to refer any such request for structures 
more than 50 years old to the local historic commision. The 
commission is then allowed a defined period of time to deter- 
mine if the structure is significant and, if so, to seek viable 
alternatives to demolition. 

Funding assistance is competitive and often reserved for non- 
profit, municipal and commercially-owned properties rather 
than for privately-owned properties. Creative use of available 
resources between public and private groups could stimulate 
easement programs, low interest loans for historic rehabilita- 
tion and revolving funds that protect historic resources. 

Preservation easements that require review by historical 
agencies of major exterior changes are included with the deeds 
of only a few older buildings in the community. General design

The Andover Educational Association 
hosted a forum on “Education and the 
State Budget Crisis” at the Lawrence 
Public Library June 6. The invited key- 
note speaker, Sen. Patricia McGovern, 
chairman of the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee, could not attend as the Sen- 
ate budget was released and placed on 
the floor for debate that day. Her aide, 
Judy Weisner, represented the senator at 
the forum. 

Teacher associations in the Merrimack 
Valley communities represented by Sen. 
McGovern—Andover, Lawrence, Tewks- 
bury, Billerica, Methuen and North And- 
over—were invited. Robert Murphy, vice 
president of MTA, and Robert Bonazzi, 
director of affiliate services, represented 
the MTA. 

Tom Meyers, a teacher at Doherty 
Middle School in Andover, moderated the 
event, which focused on the impact of the 
current budget proposals on education. 
Teachers, parents and elected officials of- 
fered testimony regarding the projected 
cuts and reapportionment of monies. The 
setting aside of $20 million to fund a 
choice plan involving Boston, Lawrence 
and Malden was discussed. MTA mem- 
bers asked why a new program is being 
created when “‘there isn’t enough money

health plans of public employees being 
used to subsidize the budget was also ad- 
dressed. 

One participant commented that dele- 
gates to the recent Democratic state con- 
vention had listed public education as its 
top priority in the party platform.

John Tracey orchestrates his paintings 
like musical compositions; as in a fugue, 
several motifs intertwine throughout. The 
most important of these motifs are spa- 
tial depth, the transcending of time and 
comprehension of the painterly tradition.

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Board Approves Plans For 
Country Club Development

An uneasy Planning Board approved 
preliminary plans for the Andover Coun- 
try Club housing development Tuesday 
night. 

Although no board member spoke out 
for or against the 115-unit cluster devel- 
opment, when it came to a vote there was 
dead silence as the five-member board 
just looked at each other. 

But with the project supported by plan- 
ning staff at its preliminary stage, the 
board decided unanimously to allow de- 
veloper Yvon Cormier to work on a com- 
prehensive definitive plan. 


The voices speaking out against the de- 
velopment Tuesday night belonged to a 
neighborhood group. 

Marvin Percival of 40 Canterbury St. 
repeated the neighbors’ contention that 
Mr. Cormier had agreed in 1980 not to ex- 
pand the Andover Country Club in ex- 
change for amenities such as sewer work 
from the town. 

Although newspaper reports indicate a 


deal was struck, the town has no record of 
any such transaction. 

“Tf you look at the zoning bylaw now 
(the development) would be legal,” said 
Mr. Percival. ‘‘But when you look at it 
with a pre-existing condition, it might not 


The board didn’t comment on the issue, 
but in a legal opinion submitted to Chair- 
man Russ Moran last week, private coun- 
sel Thomas Arnold suggested the board 
consider only ‘‘the written agreements 
and not rely on various newspaper ac- 
counts of discussions which were held be- 
fore your board.”’ 

Mr. Cormier is now required to submit 
a more detailed definitive plan. The 
board attached several conditions to its 
preliminary approval, which will require 
a traffic impact analysis, sidewalks and 
submission of a schedule for earth remov- 


al. 
A public hearing will be scheduled af- 
vere definitive plan is turned in to town 
all. 


Planners Discuss Meeting Articles 


While the Planning Board supports 
regulating shooting ranges in town, tak- 
ing over a parking lot by eminent domain 
to prevent a gun club downtown is too 
costly, the board said Tuesday night. 

In separate votes, board members 
threw their support behind article num- 
ber one at Monday’s special town meet- 
ing, a measure that gives the Board of 
Selectmen control over licensing shooting 
ranges. 


Article number two calls for a $2 mil- 
lion eminent domain takeover of the prop- 
erty at 32-34 Park St. that developers 
Benjamin Osgood and G. Bradley Rich- 
ards say will soon be a shooting range. 

“It’s an awful high price to pay’”’ for 
the parking lot outlined by the article, 
said Chairman Russ Moran. ‘‘I don’t 
think this is the highest and best use for 
the land.”’ 

Both votes were unanimous.

Quick Decisions Due 


Monday night’s special town meeting 
should be a quick one, based on the deci- 
sions to be made by Andover voters. 

There is little doubt that adoption of by- 
laws regulating the establishment of shoot- 
ing ranges in town can be adopted virtually 
without debate. 

The same ease of decision goes for the 
second article, which requests appropria- 
tion of $2 million to take the Park Street 
bowling alley property by the town through 
eminent domain porceedings. This should 
be rejected with little effort or debate as 
well. 

Too, there should be little doubt that a 
quorum can be reached in reasonable time 
to get the meeting underway and over with, 
based on the interest indicated to date con- 
cerning the shooting range proposed by 
Benjamin Osgood and Bradley Richards at 
the Park Street location. 

Selectmen and other town officials have 
been and continue to work on the proposed 
bylaw in order to ensure that the sports- 
men’s clubs now located in town and on the 
outskirts, or at least in areas not heavily 
populated, may continue to operate. Rifle 
ranges and target practice areas can be 
condoned in such places as Harold Parker 
State Forest or isolated West Andover loca- 
tions. 

But it is hardly recommended that such 


activity take place in a downtown business 
area, as proposed by the developers. 

Some residents fear that the developers 
will sue the town for funds lost through de- 
cisions made by planners and other boards 
that have prevented them from going for- 
ward with alternative plans. 

Such matters are already in litigation, 
the developers seeking court relief from 
parking regulations imposed by the town, 
which has prevented the development of of- 
fice, commercial space as planned several 
months ago. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals, in a most 
recent ruling, found that a shooting range is 
indeed a sport or recreational activity, 
which was all they were asked to rule on. 

Not considered was where such activity 
takes place. 

Monday night the town can make that 
judgment. 

The Board of Selectmen, Finance Com- 
mittee and Planning Board all have recom- 
mended the adoption of the bylaw 
regulating the licensing of shooting ranges 
as well as rejecting the idea of the town 
purchasing the property. 

There is concurrence here that such rec- 
ommendations should be followed and that 
the developers proceed with alternative 
plans for the renovation of their Park 
Street property.

Preserving The Past 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Your excellent editorial of June 8 describing as 
unfortunate the lack of ‘‘some effort at preserva- 
tion’’ of the Shawsheen Manor property is a most 
legitimate concern. In fact, the Andover Histori- 
cal Commission, as the town’s appointed preser- 
vation group, did make a serious effort last 
winter by conferring in depth with Mr. Chongris 
and other town officials. 

However disconcerting it was, we concluded 
that the town and the commission lacked authori- 
ty to offer incentives or implement rulings to for- 
estall the demolition. 

The establishment of a local historical district 
and/or the passage of certain zoning ordinances 
could have prevented the destruction of this 
structure. 

With such an objective in mind, the Andover 
Historical Commission believes it is in the best 
interest of the town to establish one or more local 
historic districts and will soon make a recom- 
mendation that the manager and the selectmen 
appoint the legally required study committee fol- 
lowing input from interested townspeople. A for- 
mal proposal could be voted upon at town 
meeting as early as 1990. 

Such a project requires a cooperative commu- 
nity effort. Citizen input at our regular monthly 
meeting is most welcome.
